The chauffeur 
refused to accept the $10, and followed 
his fares into the club.

Cannon Sends Resolution Call- 
ing for an Accounting to 
Rules Committee. 











By Wire From the Washington 

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. ; 
WASHINGTON, Dec. %.—Congress 
may be called on to pay the railroad 
fare of Theodore Roosevelt while he 


was President of the United. States. 

A resolution introduced in the House 
yesterday by Henry T. Rainey of Illi- 
nois provides for a committee of five, 
which is directed to ascertain if Theo- 
dore Roosevelt ever paid or had anyone 
else pay the railroads which furnished 
him special trains for his trips about 
the country. It is the purpose to in- 
quire into the turkey hunts, bear hunts, 
speech-making tours and other joy rides 
of the seven years of the Roosevelt 
regime. 

The resolution was sent to the Com- 
mittee on Rules by Speaker Cannon. If 
this committee fails to pass upon it 
within ten days a motion to discharge 
the committee will be in order. 

Mr. Rainey will make such a motion 
and address the House om the subject. 
Mr. Rainey’s resotution follows the ex- 
posure of the fact that former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt accepted transportation 
from the Pennsylvania and other rail- 
j roads without paying anything for it. 

Expenses of Special Trains, 

The splendors of the Roosevelt joy 
rides aré well known. When the ex-Pres- 
ident had his bear hunt in the cane- 
brakes of Louisiana and his big game 
hunt in Colorado and other junkets, he 
usually traveled on a special train 
made up of a Pullman for himself, one 
for his friends, one for newspaper cor- | & 
respondents, a dining car and a baggage 
car.

The stockholders of the railroads 
make the complaint that the Pennsyl- 
vania has ever been reimbursed for 
the transportation for Col. Roosevelt. 
One of them, John K. Devine of Phila- 
delphia, addressed a formal communica- 
tion of protest to the president of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Co. last summer. 
This letter has never been acted on. 

It is Mr. Rainey’s purpose to get this 
information if possible and he proposes 
the committee of five for this reason 
Following is the text of the Rainey 
resolution: 

‘Resolved, That a committee of five 
members of the House be selected in 
such manner as the House may direct 
for the purpose of investigating the 
railroad expenses incurred by Theodore 
Roosevelt while President of the United 
States. And said committee will ascer- 
tain how much, if any, of said expenses 
have been paid by Theodore Roosevelt 
or by anyone acting for him. Said com- 
mittee is directed particularly to inves- 
tigate the contracts made for trans- 
portation by Theodore Roosevelt, or 
anyone acting for him while President, 


‘| with the Pennsylvania Railroad or its 


officials or the demands for transporta- 
tion made by Theodore Roosevelt while 
President, upon said railroad. 

“And said committee will investigate 
and report on the amount of transpor- 
tation furnished to the said Theodore 
Roosevelt by said railroad, the value 
of the same and whether any portion 
of it has been paid and when. The 
committee is directed to make the same 
investigation with regard to other rail- 
reads furnishing transportation to the 
said Theodore Roosevelt and his friends 
and the officials connected with his ad- 
‘ministration during the said period of 
time. They will also report as to the 
value of said transportation and wheth- 
er said transportation has been paid.” 

Urges Thorough Inquiry. 

Mr. Rainey said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“I expect to press this resolution and 
have a thorough investigation. I re- 
member that when Mr. Roosevelt was 
President he frequently made demands 
on railroads for special trains for hunt- 
ing trips and other junkets. The trains 
were always furnished. 

“The railroads could not afferd to re- 
fuse a demand made by the President. 
T have reason to believe: that the bills 
contracted by the President were never 
paid. These expenses fell heaviest on 
the Pennsylvania company. There are 
45,000 or 60,000 stockholders in this com-

Objection to this centralization of power is the 
conventional argument against the commission 
plan of municipal government. It is.theoretical- 
ly well founded. Practically it has-been dem- 
onstrated to be the bulwark of efficiency. Not} 
only does it force the executive to be watchful 
and to consider only efficiency in the men he se- 
lects to administer affairs, but it reacts to im- 
press on the public the belief that efficiency must 
be the single determining caghor in their selec- 
tion of a Mayor. 

An integral part of this proposed scheme of 
government is the Civil Service Commission, 
which is intended to stand as a preventive of 
machine-making. Boston chose a discreditea pol- 
iticlan as the first Mayor under its new charter 
and then rejoiced when his efforts at machine 
building were effectually checked by the Civil 
Service Board. Whether or not the proposed Civ- 
il Service Commission could check such an at- 
tempt in St. Louis can be judged only by study 
of the manner of their selection. 

Of the three members of this commission, one 
will be a member of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, selected by that board. The other 
two, who must be. of different political parties, 
will be appointed by the Mayor, but for terms of 
four years, ending with biennial periods. They 
can be removed only by the Council. 

During the first two years of his term the 
Mayor will find one Civil Service Commission- 
er chosen by his predecessor and during the last 
two years he will have one whose period of 'serv- 
ice extends two years beyond his own. The 
first Mayor under the new charter will; of course, 
have three commissionurs of practically his own 
selection. 3 
The elimination of partisan politics as an in- 
centive to mayoral action will depend almost 
entirely on this Civil Service Commission. The 
honesty and integrity of the purposes of the 
Mayor will be measured by the personal stand- 
ing and impartial / views of these three men.

TIMBER SAVES CHAUFFEUR 


Cup and Saucer Have Exciting 
Chase and Boy Hides From: 
Devil for Hour. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—iFire started 


again last night in the ruins of Sub- 
station No. 1 of the New York Central, 
where explosions yesterday caused the 


death of 10 persons and the injury of 
125 others, but .it quickly was extin- 
guished. Deputy Police Commissioner 
Driscoll and Coroner Holzhauser gave 
orders that the ruins be cleared away 
entirely and a search for additional 
bodies will be made. 

Fire insurance men who were ques- 
tioned concerning the extent of the dam- 
age believe it will amount to $2,000,000 
Damages for the loss of life and in- 
juries incidental to the explosion are ex- 
pected to run well above. $1,000,000. 

When Albert Seagroatt, the engineer 
who shunted a train into the vicinity 
of the gas tank, had been arrested by 
order of Coroner Holtzhauser, District 
Attorney Whitman said that he consid- 
ered there was no evidence to show 
criminal negligence. Seagroatt was pa- 
roled in custody of his counsel. 

Marked by Narrow Escapes. 

Queer things happened to nearly every- 
pody within a mile of the explosion. 
Here are a few of the incidents which 
Were told: 

Dr. Pimento, a dentist of 1% West 
Forty-seventh street, had a patient in 
his operating chair and was preparing 
to remove a tooth. 

‘“Steady,’’ he said to the patient; “‘it 
will only be a second.’’ 

He reached for the tooth with his for- 
ceps and just then the window sash, 
glass and all, came in. S8Splinters of 
glass stuck in the patient’s face and 
Dr. Pimento pulled them out. When all 
had been removed the patient grabbed 
his hat from under the debris and 
rushed out. His tooth didn’t hurt any 
more, he said. 

Peter Schwanz, a cobbler, was sitting 
at a bench in the shoe store at 499: Lex- 
ington avenue, working on a woman’s 
shoe. The shoe was blown out ‘of his 
hand across the shop and through a 
back window. He.was unhurt, except 
for slivers of glass. 

Miss Mary Moore, proprietor of a 
laundry at 601 Lexington avenue, when 
she came to the place found the front 
knocked in. She began a search for lit- 
tle Tommy O’Connell, her delivery boy. 
fearing he was either dead or hurt. She 
opened a clothes press at the back of 
the shop and Tommy was in it on the 
floor, whimpering gently. He said he 
thought it was the end of the world and 
that the devil would not find him there 
as quick' as out in front. He had been 
waiting an hour. 

Woman Carries Grown Girl, 

George Burnett of 517 Lexington ave- 
nue told of seeing a woman 70 years 


the dust and smoke, carrying a full- 
grown girl, bigger than herself. The 
mother instinct had apparently surged 
up in the aged woman’s heart and had 
made her forget that the girl was 
grown. 

John Thomas, a man of advanced age, 
eating breakfast with his daughter, Mrs. 
James S. Shea, at 500 Lexington ave- 
nue, received full in the face the cof- 
fee pot from which Mrs, Shea,.on the 
other side of the table, was filling his 
cup. Mrs. Shea was blown out of her 
chair. 

Fireman William Sythes was cleaning 
harness in front.of the house of hook 
and ladder Company No. 2, diagonally 
opposite the powerhouse. He had just 
stretched a trace from a hook when a 
sheet of glass came hurtling through 
the air and cut the leather in half. , 

A small >iece of glass from a front 
window of the Bible Teachers’ Training 
School at 541 Lexington avenue, sailed 
through the front room into the library 
and pierced the binding of a book, 
sticking there. The name of the book 
is “Quiet Talks on Power.” 

Joseph Barth, a tailor, on Lexington 
avenue near Forty-ninth street, was 
pressing a pair of trousers when the 
explosion blew in his plate-glass win- 
dow, whirling the trousers off the 
board, but failing to make him lose his 
equilibrium or his hold on the fron. 

Saucer Fellows Coffee Cup. 

Mrs. Masry Cooney was drinking cof- 
fee in the basement of the house at 560 
Lexington avenue. The explosion took 
the cup and saucer and kept them close

back yard through a’ window. 

Leo von Molle, 558 Lexington avenue, 
was dressed and ready to go out when 
the front window was smashed in and 
a piece of glass shot into his .right 
trousers pocket with such force that it 
cut his leg.

Lexington avenue, was torn in halves, 
one piece fiying up into the air and in 
back of a picture and the other half 
remaining where it belonged.

COLUMBIA STAGE 


Clever Condensation of Offen- 
bach Opera Well Presented 
in Vaudeville. 


A curious venture in vaudeville is the 
Homer Lind production of the third epi- 
sode in Offenbach’s “Tales of Hoff- 
mann,”’ the headline feature of the new 
Columbia bill that began its week Mon- 
day afternoon and evening. 

The third Hoffmann “tale” thus se un- 
expectedly presented, preceding the 
work’s full performance during the en- 
gagement of the Chicago Opera Com- 
pany at the Collseum next month, Is 
that which tells the touching story of 
Antonia, beloved of Hoffmann, tricked 
by the malevolent Dr. Miracle into sing- 
ing when this indulgence in her beloved 
art inevitably means her death. 

It is a quite dramatic episode, to which 
the Offenbach score materially contrib- 
utes in its musical utterance, and the 
demand upon the few singers needed for 
its interpretation is severe. 

Naturally, grand opera in vaudeville 
isn’t grand opera in its best environ- 
ment, nevertheless the Columbia offer- 
ing has certain distinct points of merit. 
Its worthiest figure is that of Antonia 
herself, the role being sung with fair ef- 
fectiveness by Miss Helena Frederick, 
especially in the big final moment of ihe 
burst of song with which Hoffmann’s 
doomed sweetheart unconsciously invites 
her fate. 

The second element of strength is Mr. 
George Crampton’s vocal and dramatic 


} portrayal of the somewhat uncanny role 


of Dr. Miracle, this singer’s big and so- 
norous voice being excellently used and 
his acting not by any means common- 
piace. 

The next point of merit in the pre- 
sentation is found in Mr. Arthur F. 
Burckly’s work as Hoffmann, his tenor 
score, however, being marred by hard 
and nasal notes that much diminished 
the possibilities of beauty. 

The minor roles of Crespal, father of 
Antonia, and Hedwig, their servant, 
were capably taken by Mr. Henry Hal- 
lam and Miss Agnes Ryan, while the 
Voice heard from the portrait of An- 
tonia’s mother was that of Miss Alice 
Hills, quite admirably used. The Colum- 
bia orchestra, directed for the time be- 
ing by Mr. W. H. Humiston, acquitted 
itself with genuine credit. 

As what may be called a small sam- 
ple of the Offenbach opera, yet to be 
Leard in its completeness for the first 
time in St. Louis, the Columbia one 
episode version is very well worth while. 
It reveals beauties tn the score that 
create a keen music-hunger for the 
work in its entirety. 

Other features on the new bill are 
Frank Stamford and company, in “A 
Hunter’s Game;” Miss Corinne Francis, 
in pleasing songs; Lavinia Shannon and 
company, in “Blocking His Game;” Wii- 
liams and Warner, eccentric musicians; 
the Four Huntings, in “The Fool 
House;”’ Herbert Ashley and Al Lee, 
in “Chinatown,” a fantastical musical 
dialogue; the Kitamura Japs, and the 
kinodrome.

President Johnson Says Transfer Will Probably 
Be Only Matter of Form—Comisk:y Will 
Talk Trade for Fielder Jones. 


RESIDENT B. B. JOHNSON.of the Amerfcan League, who is here with 
Owner Charlies A. Comiskey of the Chicago White Sox, as a committee to 
look into the sale ef the Brown##by Robert L. Hedges to a syndicate of 

St. Louisans, told the Post-Dispatch that the conference would be held at the 


Racquet Club Tuesday afternoon. 


Frank J. Farrell, owner of the New York club, the third member of the 
committee, is not in St. Louls. According to Mr. Johnson, he is ill at his home 


in New York. 

It is believed that the Browns will be 
formally turned over to the new own- 
ers without any delay. After Hedges 
announced the’ the sale had been made 
‘In New York, he assured his fellow 
magnates that the new owners were the 
proper people to handle the ball club. 
For that ‘reason, Johnson and his col- 
leagues are expected to bicker little, if 
any, over the transfer. 

“We were completely dumfounded 
when Hedges informed us in New York 
_ last week that he wanted to retire from 
baseball and had an offer for his stock,” 
declared Johnson to the Post-Dispatch 
“Of course, we will hate to lose Hedges, 
but if the new owners comply with the 
rules of the American League we will 
gladly take them in. 

“I do not think there will be any 
trouble in transferring Hedges’ stock 
to the St Louisans, and if Hedges 
wants to get out of the American League 
we are happy that the Browns will be 
controlled by St. Louisans. 

) _Somasce Against Syndicate Ball. 

‘I have always been strictly against 
syndicate baseball and so long as I am 
president of the American League each 
club shall be owned and controlled by 
different men. No single man shall 
have anything to do with two clubs. 

“Several of our owners were xe -tg 
te buy Hedges’ interests, as they be- 
HMeve St. Louis to be one of the best 
towns in the country. It has never had 
a real winner, but has always supported 
the America: League. ‘ 

“Hedges gave me the names of the 
men who have obtained his holdings and 
said that he could swing the deal at a 
moment’s notice. However, it is a big 
venture and the American League must 
look out for the general interests of 
the club as well as the League, so we 
told him to wait until a committee 
could investigate the prospectivé new 
, owners. 


No Trouble Over Deal. ; 
“We want to be assured that the 


men who secured Hedges’ stock are 
men of good financial backing and stand 
willing to. expend their money to bring 
a winner -here. «I. .do -neot think there 
will be any trouble in making this deal. 
and probably after a short interview 
with Hedges, the lesser stockholders 


and the new men, the entire transac-. 


tion will be completed in a few min- 
utes.”’ 

Comiskey, will’ you allow the 
new owners to dicker with Fielder 
Jones to become manager of the 
Browns?’ was asked of the White Sox 
owner, . 

“T can hardly answer that question,”

replied Comiskey. ‘‘Fielder has told me 
that he is through with baseball and 
does not care to re-enter the game. 
However, you can’t tell’ But you know 
I would not turn Fielder over to the 
Browns for nothing. 


# Comiskey Will Trade Jones. 
Possibly we could arrange some sort 


of a déal. But 1 would like have 
Jones back myself. When he left me 
it was not because there was any salary 
difference, and if he cares to redon his 
spangies, I think that I would give him 
just as big a salary as anyone. 

“The failure with the Browns has been 
a disappointment with me. This is my 
old home and it was back in the late 

s when I was fighting for St. Louis. 
And today, next to Chicago, my heart 
is with this city. If Jones won't play 
with me and would like to play with 
St. Louls, then who knows but we 
might arrange a trade?’ 

Comiskey and Johnson will remain in 
St. Louis only Tuesday. They: stated 
that they would return to Chicago on a 
night train, which proves that it will 
not take very long to turn the deal, the 
biggest St. Louis has seen in years, 
whereby Hedges retires from basebal: 
to enjoy the wealth he accumulated at 
the expense of St. Louis fandom. 

While the new owners will not require 
much time to convince the committee 
that they will. do everything in their 
power to upbuild the Browns, much time 
will probably be spent in advising the 
newcomers. 


Will Talk of Manager. 
The question of the appointment of a 


manager will be one of the main topics, 
while Johnson and Comiskey are likely 
to suggest trades that. will help the 
Browns. It wouldn’t be surprising if 
Comiskey relieved the Browns of one of 
the outfielders in exchange for a pitcher. 

Ben C. Adkins, E. M. Hodgman, Mark 
and Nat Ewing and Ed Prendergast, 
members. of the syndicate that. pur- 
chased the Browns, have made no an- 
nouncement concerning the election of 
officers. Neither is it .nown who will 
become president of the club, succeed- 
ing Mr. Hedges. 

Mr. Hedges, however, plans to remain 
at the head of the club for a month or 
two, to lend whatever aid possible in 
guiding the newcomers. He says he has 
several deals framed, and will spring 
them if they meet the uppr-val of the 
new magnates. 

Following Tuesday’s meeting, an- 
nouncement will probably be made of 
the date for the first meeting of the 
new club owners, when officers will be

FIRE AN UMPIRE 


Says It’s Not Up to Magnates 
to Dictate. 


LYNCH 


DIFFERS FROM 


Bélieves League Head Should 
Pass on Ability of Indicator. 
Handlers. 


“When club owners of a baseball 
league decide to pass on the fitness or 
unfitness of the umpires, it is time for 
a change. An owner would stultify him- 
self were he to dictate how the um- 
pires should be handled and I do not 
think there is a single owner in the 
American League, at least, who would 
cheapen himself by interfering in either 
picking ar keeping the umpires. That 
function belongs tv the head of the 
League and if he 1sn’t able to handle 
such matters it is time for the owners 
to look for somebody else.’’ 

‘The above was the comment of ‘Pres!- 
dent Ban B. Johnson of the American 
League regarding the suggestion made 
by the National League magnates that 
a@ majority of club owners could by @ 
majority vote, dismiss the indicator 
handlers on President Lynch’s staff. 

Americans Leave It to Ban. 

“The American League owners are a 
unit fn believing that the selection of 
umpires should be left to the head of 
the League,” President Johnson contin- 
ued, “and I would not work under any 
other arrangement. 

“T believe, and I think the majority 
of fans are with me when I say that 
baseball became much cleaner with the 
added authority of the umpires on the 
field and the fact that they were backed 
up in their decisions at all times. 

“Tf a club owner thought he had le- 
gitimate complaint on the work of some 
umpire he could appeal to the Board of 
Directors, but this has never been neces- 
sary with us. For the salvation of the 
game, the umpire must be backed up. 
If he is incompetent it is up to the 
League executive, to let him go, but it 
would mean chaos in baseball were the 
owners to have the say as to what con- 

‘In the heat of the battle an owner 
of manager might think he was getting 
the worst of it, when on more mature 
reflections he might want to change his

“My relations with Mrs. Ellis have 
been closer than’ with other members 
of the congregation, because when she 
left her husband in Los Angeles in 1902 
and brought her two. children back to 
Alton, she consulted me as to her course 
of procedure, and has consulted me often 
since then. Our relations have been al- 
Ways those of pastor and parishioner. 

“Mrs. Bradley and I separated legally 
last July 19. Papers were drawn up 
dividing the property. That is why she 
does not ask-for alimony. It is-untrue 
that I ever was unkind to her or that 1 
ever laid a hand on her in harshness. 

“I have retained lawyers at lin- 
ville, and expect to contest the with 
a cross-bill for divorce. I have not yet 
decided what charges I will bring. 

Trouble a Year Old. 

“The difficulty .between Mrs. Bradley 
and ‘me began a year ago, when my 
mother died. I had never inquired about 
my wife's , and I told her noth- 
ing about mine. There had been some} 
sensitiveness about that since she ac- 
cused me of marrying her for her 
money, and said that I went to Ed- 
wardsville before the md@rriage to look 
her up in the tax books. 

“So after my mother died and left me 
some property I sent the papers to my 
wife to sign, without an explanation. 
She was then in the West. She sent the 
papers back without signing them, and 
said that unless I could trust her with 
details about the estate she would not 
sign them. I reminded her that she} 
had never confided in me about her own 
money, and sent the papers back. 

“My wife returned with the papers in 
her trunk, and would not sign them. 
It was the quarrels over this which 
ultimately led to our separation.” 

Graduate of Princeton, 

The Rev. Dr. Bradley is a graduate 
of, the theological department of Prince- 
ton University. He is 45 years old, and 
his wife is 42. 

Mrs. Ellis Is 30. She said the preather 
had been a friend to. her and her chil- 
dren for years, but: that he had been 
no more than that.

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UNITED RAILWAYS SHOW 
RECORD EARNINGS FOR 1910 


Wall Street. Paper Comments on 
Local Traction 


Properties. 


In the course of an extensive article 
on the United Railways of St. Louis, 
Financial America, a ‘Wall street pub- 
lication, says: 

“Gross earnings of the United for the 
12 months to end Dec. 31 next will be 
the largest in the history of the organ- 
ization, although the net will not es- 
tablish a new high record. It will be 
recalled that in 1904 (the World’s Fair 





year) the company’s net earnings were | 


about $4,226,000, or about $200,000 in ex- 
cess of the probable amount for 1910. 
The showing in that year also is ithe 
more noteworthy, especially as the net 
showing was scored in the face of gross 
revenues amounting to only about $9,- 
900,000. 

Dividends on the preferred issue have 


been paid for a number of years past, 


notwithstanding the fact that during the 
past decade deficite have been sustained 
in a number of fiscal periods. In 1900 a 
loss, after dividends deductions, of more 
than $1,600,000 ‘was sustained. In each 
of the three subsequent -years, also, de- 
ficits were suffered yearly. Since that 
time, however, yearly surplus earnings 
have been scored, 

‘Interests familiar with affairs of the 
property say that its outlook is favor- 
able in many respects, although there 
are certain elements in connection with 
operations that are not satisfactory. It 
is hoped, however, that with the wiping 
out of the floating debt that a much 
petter showing will be exhibited by the 
company in the future. The City of 
St. Louis is growing 
is every reason for believing that with 
proper management future earnings 
should continue to grow.
